Declaration of War, 

ROME, June 22.—The first four 
weeks of the war have been marked 
by an uninterrupted series of suc- 
cesses from the Trentino to the Adri- 
atic. They close with a brilliant vic- 
tory at Plava, announced Sunday 
by General Cadorna. Students of 
the Italian campaign will need no 
reminder of the value of this new 
foothold on the left bank of the 
Isonzo, permitting, as it does, the 
development of concentrations on 
Gorizia to the south and Tolmino to 
the north. 

This battle is more significant be- 
cause it occurred at a point where 
General Cadorna’s forces enjoyed 
elbow-room to develop an attack on 
a larger scale than had been possible 
previously. 

Our allies, it is clear, owe this 
victory as much to the tactical su- 
periority shown by the commanders 
as to the tenacity and valor of the 
troops so highly praised by the Com- 
mander-in-chief.

THE PLANET MERCURY. 


{t fe Diffioult to Weigh, and Its Orbit 
. is Very Eccentric, 

Though Mercury is one of the small- 
est of the planets, it is perhaps the 
Most troublesome of all to the astron- 
omer. 

It Mes so close to tbe sun that ft is 
seen but seldom in comparison with 
the other great planets. Its orbit is 
very eccentric, and it experiences dis- 
turbances by the attraction of other 
bodies in a way not yet fully under- 
stood. 

A special difficulty bas also been 
found in the uttempt to place Mercury 
in the weighing scales. We can weigh 
the whole earth, we can weigh tbe sun, 
the moon and even Jupiter and other 
planets, but Mercury presents difficul- 
ties of a peculiar character. Le Ver 
rier, however, succeeded in devising a 
method of welgbing it. 

He demonstrited that our earth 1s 
attracted by this plupet, and he showed 
bow the amount of attraction may be 
disclosed by observations of the sun, 
so that from un examination of the 
observations be made un gpproximute 
determination of the mass of Mercury. 

Le Verrier’s result Indicuted that the 
weight of the planet was about the fif- 
teenth part of the weight of the earth 
Ip other words, if our earth was placed 
in a balance and tifteen globes, each 
equal to Mercury, were latd in the 
otber the scales would bang evenly.—

E should note the differ- 

ence between worship and 

praise, which anybody

Thus the Church 
are represented as praying the Lord 
to set a guard over their lips. The 
thought is that they strive to speak 
only what would be helpful to others 
and honoring to God.

| are simply phases of the general cru- 
sade against dirt. 

Here are some old fashioned hinte 
to aid the process of cleaning: 

To clezn grease spots from clothing 
or carpet an old and good rule calls 
for four parts of alcobol to one part 
of ammonia and half as much ether 
as ammonia. Apply the mixture to 
the spot and then rub with clear wat- 
er and a cloth. 

To take grease spots from rugs or 
carpets, if you act at once, a thor- 
ough coating of cornmeal rubbed into 
the spot is often effective. Anothe 
method is to lay a blotting paper over 
the spot and then press over it with a 
hot flat iron, repeating this process 
several times. Cafe should be taken 
not to press over an oiled or varnish- 
ed floor. 

To clean blankets the old fashioned 
method was to use a ‘‘pounder” or 
any smooth piece of wood that could 
be used to pound the soap and water 
into the blankets, as rubbing on a 
board is not good for blankets. Dis- 
solve soap in boiling water to make a 
good suds and add a tablespoonful of 
ammonia. Pour scalding hot over the 
blankets and then with the ‘‘pound- 
er’’ work thoroughly into the blan- 
kets. Rinse in hot water. Put the 
blankets through the wrifiger and 
then pull into shape. This operation 
requires two persons, one holding one 
end and pulling against another per- 
son holding the other end of the 
blanket. 

To clean the inside of jars and bot- 
tles fill them with hot water and then 
stir in a teaspoonful of baking soda. 
Shake well and rinse.

WEEDS ON VACANT LOTS, 


What undoubtedly constitutes a 
menace to those farmers who are mak- 
ing an honest effort to keep their 
farms clean is the crop of weeds found | 
growing on yacant lots and roadsides 
inand around our towns and cities, 
| These vaeant lots are often nathing 
more nor less than nurseries and breed- 
ing places for all kindsof weeds. This | 
is especially true of towns where large 
areas adjoining have been subject to 
wildeat subdivisioning and have had 
roadways ploughed, forming lodging | 
places for weeds, which are allowed to | 
grow unmolested, These — produce 
countless numbers of seeds, to be 
blown and scattered by the winds over | 
the farms. So far, bulletins, articles 
and advice pertaining to weed control 
have been directed at the farmer. A 
glance at the conditions found in most 
| of our cities and towns will prove con- 
vincing that the farmer is not entirely | 
to blame in the matter of weed seed 
production anddistribution. 

In the West the weed inspectors are | 
being trained and instructed along | 
lines that will enable them to assist 
the farmers in weed control, while at 
the same time provision by law is 
mabe to prevent any fariner from al- 
lowing his farm to become a breeding 
place for weeds and a menace to his 
neighbours. In most towns there are 
by-laws covering the weed problem 
but too often they are not enforced. 
‘Those living in towns and cities should 
co-operate and do their bit in the war 
against weeds, Thisis an important 
matter, and should receive strict at- 
tention. by every town council. 
Acttion should be taken at once and 
not deferred until the weeds ripen and 
scatter their seeds,

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NEW TYPE OF ALFALFA. 


May Be Grown Successfully In Hard 
Pan Soils of the East. 

That alfalfa may be gTown success- 
fully in the hard Pan soils of the east 
is the conclusion reached by experts 
ufter study of climate, 
tions. “A particular type of seed for 
every soil and every climate” is one of 
the axioms of modern farming, and ex- 
perts assert that many failures of ai- 





falfa crops in the east have been be | 


cause the seed used bas been adapted 
neither to the climate nor the soil. 
type of plant recently has been de- 
veloped that will thrive in the east. 
It is pointed ont that the variations 
in alfalfa are sbown in the general 
| bardiness of the plant, the root system, 
the place where the buds start out and 


sist unfavorable conditions. Alfalfa is 
produced largely in the west and sonth- 
West under irrigation and under condi- 
tions which make it entirely possible 
for the grower to control the water 
content iv the soil, thereby insuring 
the proper moisture condition neces- 
sary to the maturity of the seed. Much 
| of the seed in the east comes from 
southern points and is not desirable. 

Observation bas proved that the 
types of alfalfa plant which survived 
and grew under eastern conditions 
| Were those types with a spreading root 
| System which could resist the soil con- 

ditions and the alternate freezing and 
| thawing of eastern winters. 

One authority says: “There is a tend- 
ency to a single tap rvct in all types 
of alfalfa. The difference between the 
various kinds is emnhasized by a more 
| or less striking difference in the root 
strouctnre of the plant. The main con- 
sideration in choosing a type of alfalf 
is that the root structure of the od 
selected should be adapted to the soil 
in which the seed is to be planted. 

“After much experimentation the 
crown root formation was developed. 
This with sts many side roots makes 








\ {t exactly the kind of a plant to adapt 
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itself to eastern sof! and climatic con- 
ditions and bas solved the problem of 
eastern winter kill.” 
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CUTTING THE SEED CROP. 


It is not an uucommon practice 
for the farmer tu allow the seed 
crop to remain on the fields au 
excessive period, in order tbat 
mnore of the green pods muy de- 
velop In such fields on the 
sume plant are found ripe pods 
bursting open, as well as fully 
developed, half grown and newly 
forming pods. 

Observauons show that many 


of the chaleis files infesting tbe 
earlier or Orst podx have had 
sullicient time to complete their 


life development, emerge from 
the seeds and deposit their eggs 
into the green pods growing on 
the same plant upon which they 
themselves were. fostered. 

In view of this the seed crop 
should be so bandied that the 
setting of pods will be as uni- 
form as possible, and the crop 
sbonld then be Larvested as soon 
as the larger number of the pods 
are ripe.

Where this is dune experience has 
shown that the scale causes compara- 
tively little damuaze, 

There ure several kinds of sprays in 
common use, falling under the three 
classes of (1) Hwe-sulphur washes, (2) 
petroleum and kerosene washes and (3) 
soap washes. Of these the lime-sul- 
pbur washes are probably most gener- 
ally nsed. They muy be made at home, 
or concentrated svulutions of lime-sul- 
phur, which need only to be diluted 
with water, may be purchased from 
manufacturers. Kecently powdered 
sulphur compounds bave also been put 
on the market. ‘bese are very con- 
venient tu handle and store and are 
therefore popular with those who have 
only a few trees to care for. 

In a new publication of the depart- 
ment of ugriculture, furmers' bulletin 
650, “Lhe San Jose Scule and Its Con- 
trol,” detailed instructions are given 
for the manufacture of lime-sulpbur 
washes. A popular formula for a lime- 
sulphur concentrated solution which 
will keep when properly cared for a 
year or more is composed of fifty 
pounds of lime, a hundred pounds of

Sucha statement ought to provoke 
thought, for there can be no doubt of 
its truth. Leading soldiers as well as 
scientists are now fully assured that 
alcoholic indulgence interferes with 
physical efficiency and lessons a man’s 
om on the battlefield. This is the 
foundation of much military discipline 
and regulations to-day. So that, as 
ths paper well points out, anyone who 
lessens the efliciency of the British 
soldiers is really disloyal] to the British 
Eupire, and, whether he realizes it or 
vot, is tuking part in the crime of 
helping the Germans. In_ the face of 
charges of “treason” itis well for us 
to remember that there are many 
forms of it, and if itis wrong to betray 
one’s country to an enemy and wrong 
to supply soldiers with inadequate 
clothing or food, it ought to be equal- 
ly treasonable to impair the equipment 
of wen by giving them strong drink. 

Itis to be hoped that both in Eng- 
land andin Canada this simple but 
searching truth will be realized by 
§ :ase in authority as well as by ordin} 
ary people.”--The Missionary Outlook,
